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BOOKS BEFORE PRINTING. 


In an age like the present, it is difficult to conceive the intellectual 
condition of our ancestors of the middle ages, who, living before the in- 
vention of printing, were almost wholly without books. Among the nu- 
merous publications which give its character to our own time, we are 
fortunate in falling upon one which holds a torch to the past, while fur- 
ther illumining the present ; and the well-known name of the writer is a 
sure guarantee for the admirable way in which his spiriting is perform- 
ed.* Our readers are indebted to Mr. Knight’s Incubrations through- 
out for whatever benefit they may fancy they derive from this at- 
tempt to give them some notion of Books before Printing. 

Less than five hundred years ago, such books as there were, belonged 
exclusively to scholars, or rather to the ecclesiastical corporations, 
which under the name of abbeys, monasteries, and the like, included 
amongst their members, not only everybody that had any pretence to 
learning, but almost everybody that had the ability to read. An old 
writer, Richard de Bury, bishop of Durham, who, in 1344, wrote a 
Latin treatise on the ‘love of books,’ avowedly prepared it solely for 
the clergy, and seems to have treated the notion of there being any 
other class of readers with a magnificent contempt. ‘ Laymen,’ says he, 
‘to whom it matters not whether they look at a book turned wrong 
side upwards, or spread before them in its natural order, are altogether 
unworthy of any communion with books.’ It is presumable that he 
would not have said this if laymen had then been at all in the habit of 
reading. It is indeed a fact, that even many of the,clergy, and men of 
the monastic orders, were very imperfect readers; and, according to 
the good bishop’s view of their qualifications, some of them were hardly 
more fit to be intrusted with books, than the despised and unlettered 
laity. In the treatise alluded te, his lordship is not sparing of his re- 
proach in regard to the frequent misuse of books which had come under 
his notice. He reprobates the unwashed hands, the dirty nails, the 
greasy elbows leaning upon the volume, the munching of fruit and 
cheese over the open leaves, which were the marks of careless and idle 
readers. With a solemn reverence for a book, at which, as Mr. Knight 
remarks, we may now smile, but far which we can hardly help respect- 
ing him, he says: ‘ Let there be a mature decorum in opening and clo- 
sing volumes, that they may neither be unclasped with propitious haste, 
“ nor thrown aside after inspection without being duly closed ’"—an admo- 
tition still worthy of attention in certain quarters, though of course its 
observance is not of so much consequence as it was in the fourteenth 
century, before the invention of printing. 

The good bishop’s own collection of manuscript books was a some- 
what considerable one for the times in which he lived; and he appears 
to have made a goodly use of it. He bestowed a number of volumes 
upon a company of scholars residing in one of the Halls at Oxford, 
and instituted ‘a provident arrangement’ for lending books te stran- 
gers—meaning by strangers, students of Oxford not belonging to that 
Hall. One item of the arrangement may, on account of its curiosity, 
be quoted: ‘ Five of the scholars dwelling in the aforesaid Hall are to 
be appointed by the master of the same Hall, to whom the custody of 
the books isto be deputed : of which five, three—and in no case fewer— 
shall he competent to lend any books for inspection and use only; but 
fer copying and transcriving, we will not allow any book to pass with- 
out the wails of the house. Therefore, when any scholar, whether 
secular or religious, whom we have deemed qualified for the present

favor, shall demand a loan of a book, the keepers must carefully con- 
sider whether they have a duplicate of that book; and if so, they may 
lend it to him, taking a security which, in their opinion, shall exceed 
in value the book delivered.’ Anthony Wood, who in the seventeenth 
century wrote the lives of eminent Oxford men, speaks of this library 
as formerly containing more books than all the bishops of England at 
the same time possessed. He tells us further that, ‘ after they had been 
received, they were for many years kept in chests, under the custody 
of several scholars deputed for that purpose.’ In the time of Henry IV., 
a library was built in the college which is now called Trinity College, and 
then says Wood, ‘the said books, [meaning those given by Richard de 
Bury] were put in pews, or studies, and chained to them.’ The sta- 
tutes of St. Mary’s College, Oxford, in the reign of Henry VI., are 
quoted in Warton’s History of Poetry, as furnishing a remarkable in- 
stance of the inconveniences and impediments to study which must have 
been produced by a scarcity of books: ‘Let no scholar,’ says one of 
them, ‘occupy a book in the library above one hour, or two hours at 
most, so that others shall be hindered from the use of the same.’ From 
this we learn at once the exceeding scarcity of books in those times, 
and the great care that was taken to preserve them. At an earlier pe- 
riod, however, the scarcity must have been still greater, and the process 
of reading of a slower operation, as we find that it was the custom of 
librarians in the monasteries, to give out a book to each member of the 
fraternity at the beginning of Lent, to be read diligently during the 
year, and to be returned the Lent following. The original practice of 
keeping the books in chests would seem to indicate that they could not 
be very frequently changed by the readers; and the subsequent plan of 
chaining them to the desks, suggests the notion that, like many other 
things tempting by their rarity, they could not be safely trusted to any- 
body's hands. It was a very common thing to write in the first leaf 
of ‘be *:: ‘Cursed be he who shall steal, or tear out the leaves, or in 
any way injure this book.’ 

But notwithstanding this primitive difficulty of getting access to 
books, there is abundant historical evidence to show, that the eccle- 
siastics of those olden times did their utmost to multiply them for the 
uses of their particular establishments. In every great abbey there was 
aroom called the scriptorium, or writing-room, where boys and novices 
were constantly employed in copying the service books of the choir, 
and the less valuable books for the library; whilst the monks them- 
selves labored in their cells in transcribing missals and compendiums 
of the Bible. Equal pains were taken in providing books for those who 
received a liberal education in collegiate establishments. Warton 
says: ‘At the foundation of Winchester College, one or more transcri- 
bers were hired and employed by the founder, to make books for the 
library. They transcribed books, and took their commons within the 
college, as appears by computations of expenses on their account now 
remaining.’ But there are several indications that even kings and no- 
bles had not the advantages of scholars by profession, and possessing 
few books of their own, had sometimes to borrow of their more favored 
subjects. It is recorded that the prior of Christ Church, Canterbury, 
had lent to Henry V. the werks of St. Gregory; and he complains 
that, after the king’s death, the book had been ungenerously detained 
by the prior of Shene. The same king had borrowed from the Lady 
Westmoreland two books that had not been returned ; and a petition is 
still extant, in which she begs his successors in authority to let ier have 
them back again. Louis XI. of France, wishing to borrow a from 
the Faculty of Medicine at Paris, they would not allow the king to 
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have it till he had deposited a quantity of valuable plate in pledge, and 
given a joint bond with one of his nobles for its due return. The books 
that were to be found in the palaces of the great, a little while before 
the introduction of printing, were for the most part highly illuminated 
manuscripts, and bound in the most expensive style. In the wardrobe 
accounts of King Edward IV., it is stated that Piers Bauduyn is paid 
for ‘binding, gilding, and dressing of two books, twenty shillings each, 
and of four books, sixteen shillings each.’ It should be borne in mind 
that twenty shillings in those days would have bought an ox. But this 
cost of binding and garnishing did not include the whole expenses ; for, 
we are informed, there were delivered to the binder no less than six 
yards of velvet, six yards of silk laces, tassels, copper and gilt clasps, 
and gilt nails. As the price of velvet and silk was then enormous, we 
may conclude that these royal books were as much for show as use. 

One of the books thus garnished by Edward IV.’s binder, is called Le 

Bible Historiauz (The Historical Bible), a work of which several manu- 
script copies may still be seen in the British Museum. Inone of them, 
the following paragraph is written in French: ‘This book was taken 
from the king of France at the battle of Poitiers; and the good Count 
of Salisbury, William Mountague, bought it for a hundred marks, and 
gave it to his lady Elizabeth, the good countess. .... Which book the 
said countess assigned to her executors, to sell for forty livres.’ From 
another source, we learn that the great not only procured books by 
purchase, but employed transcribers expressly to make them for their 
libraries. In a manuscript account of the expenses of Sir John How- 
ard, afterwards Duke of Norfolk, it is stated that in 1467, Thomas 
Lpmpnor—that is, Thomas the Limner—of Bury, was paid the sum of 
fifty shillings and twopence for a book which he had transcribed and 
ornamented, including vellum and binding. The limner’s bill is made up 
of 2 number of items—for whole vignettes and half-vignettes, capital 
letters, flourishing, and plain writing. That books were in those days 
luxuries which few people could spare the money for, may be seen from 
a letter of Sir John Paston, printed in the collection called the Paston 
Letters. Writing to his mother in 1474, Sir John says: ‘As for the 
books that were Sir James’s (the priest’s), if it like you that I may have 
them, I am not able to buy them, but somewhat would I give: and [as 
to] the remainder, with a good devout heart, by my troth, I will pray 
for his soul.’ Think of a man seriously proposing to pray for a per- 
son’s soul, by way of paying the balance of a valuation for books which 
he could not meet in cash! It shows us that our modern notions of 
book-buying and devotion differ very widely from those that were en- 
tertained in 1474. Sir John’s offer, however, but reflects the simple su- 
perstitious piety of his time ; and in these more favored and enlightened 
days, we must blame rather his time than him for the absurdity. It 
was a kind thing of him, at any rate, to leaveus an inventory of his 
books—only eleven in number, one or two of which appear to have 
been collections of small tracts—showing us what constituted a gentle- 
man’s library in the fifteenth century. 

Bookselling in those days had not yet grown to be a separate or 
special business; but jt nevertheless appears there was an actual trade 
in books, and that there were schemes and plans devised for making 
them, to some extent, of general use. In Paris, as early as the middle 
of the fourteenth century, people who dealt occasionally in books were 
commanded to keep a number of them for hire; and in a register of the 
university of Paris, M. Chevillier found a list of bouks so circulated, 
and the price of reading each. Of course, the circulation must have 
been limited to persons of rank and learning. ‘That,’ as Mr. Knight 
remarks, ‘ the ecclesiastics and lawyers constituted the great bulk of 
readers, and that the addition of a book, even to the private library of 
a student, was a rare occurrence, is evident from the absolute necessity 
for manuscript books being dear. If the number of readers had increa- 
sed—if there had been more candidates for the learned professions— 
if the nobility had discovered the shame of their ignorance—if learning 
had made its way to the Franklin-hall—manuscript books could never 





to movable type was ascertained to be the means of multiplying copies 
to the extent of any demand, then the greater the demand, the greater 
the cheapness. 

If the nobles, the higher gentry, and even the lawyers and ecclesj- 
astics, were indifferently provided with books, we cannot expect that 
the yeomen had any books whatever. The merchants and citizens 
were probably somewhat better provided. The laborers, who were 
scarcely yet established in their freedom from bondage to one lord 
were probably, as a class, wholly unable to use books at all. Shaks- 
peare, in all likelihood, did not much exaggerate the feelings of igno- 
rant men—who at the same time were oppressed men—when he put 
these words in the mouth of Jack Cade, when addressing Lord Say: 
“Thou hast most traitorously corrupted the youth of this realm, in 
erecting a grammar-school; and whereas, before our forefathers had 
no other books but the score and the tally, thou hast caused printing 
to be used ; and, contrary to the king, his crown and dignity, thou hast 
built a paper-mill.” The poet has a little deranged the exact order of 
events, as poets are justified in doing, who look at history not with 
chronological accuracy, but with a broad view of the connection be- 
tween events and principles. The insurrection of Cade preceded the 
introduction of printing and paper-mills into England. Although during 
four centuries, we have yet to lament that the people have not had 
the full benefit which the art of printing is calculated to bestow upon 
them, we may be sure that, during its progress, the general ameliora- 
tion of society has been certain, though gradual. There can be no 
longer any necessary exclusiveness in the possession of books, and in 
the advantages which the knowledge of books is calculated to bestow 


on all men.

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Expiorartions In A Kineston Garrer.—A valuable reservoir of 
antiquities has lately been opened in our town. Within the attic of 
farmer, whose name we do not learn, has been long stowed away an old 
hair trunk, in which was crowded a mass of papers, that were probably 
considered of no use to anybody. Accidentally the old trunk and its 
contents came to the notice of a gentleman, who soon found it to bea 
mine such as an antiquarian would consider worth more than all the 
precious deposits of the Sierra Nevada and the Mokalumna. This gentle- 
man introduced Mr. Benson J. Lossing, author of the Field Book of the 
Revolution, to the treasure. Mr. Lossing has not thoroughly examined 
the papers, but has partially classified them into thirty-three parcels, of 
which he submitted a schedule at the meeting of the Historical Society 
of the City of New York, week before last. In this collection alone, 
Kingston will contribute her full share to the Documentary History of 
New York. 

Among the papers embraced in this collection are :—Journal of the 
Senate of New York 1777 to 1781, unbroken; and from 1784 to 1791 
—covering 300 pages foolscap—240 messages from Gov. Clinton and 
the Council of Revision—100 engrossed acts of the Legislature, 1777-90 
—279 drafts of bills, 1778-’87—54 miscellaneous election returns, 
1777—91—121 letters on public topics—71 memorials, narratives, &c. 
24 petitions—50 war certificates—sundry resolutions—record of proceed- 
ings of a Convention held in 1780, for the States of Massachusetts, New 
Hampshire, Connecticut, and New York, for the purpose of prosecuting 
the war—descriptive roll of Col. Willet’s New York Regiment—Indian 
petitions, of the Oneidas, Mohawks, and Oriskanies—three letters of @ 
lunatic, addressed to the Legislature—court-martial documents—papers 
relating to the controversy between New York and Vermont, to Clinton’s 
embargo, to the Quakers, &e. 

Mr. Lossing requested the Society to appoint a Committee to examine 
the papers, to decide upon their intrinsic value. The Society appointed

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This collection is evidently one of the rarest and most perfect docu- 
mentary veins of the latter portion of the last century that has yet been 
opened. It is the intention of the Historical Society to bring it to the 
attention of the Legislature, at the next session, with a view to publica- 
tion by the State.—Rondout ( Ulster Co.) Courier. 


Every body knows what “Foolscap-paper” is, but would perhaps 
be puzzled to tell how it came to bear that singular cognomen. Well, 
as Fairy tales say, once upon a time, some two hundred years ago, when 
Charles I. found his revenues short, he granted certain privileges amount- 
ing to monopolies. Among these was the manufacture of paper, the 
exclusive right of which was sold to certain parties who grew rich and 
enriched the government at the expense of those who were obliged to 
use paper. At this time all English papers bore in water marks the 
Royal Arms. But the misfortunes which attend all Monarchs, befell 
Charles early, and when his blood had crimsoned the scaffold, the Par- 
jiament under Cromwell made jests and jeers at his law in every con- 
ceivable manner. Among other indignities to the memory of Charles, 
it was ordered that the Royal Arms be removed from the paper, and 
the fool’s cap and bells be substituted. These also were removed when 
the Rump Parliament was prorogued, but paper of the size of that 
Parliament’s Journals still bears the name of “ Foolscap.” 


Sate or Avrocrapus.—A large collection of autographs, chiefly con- 
sisting of franks and unimportant papers relating almost exclusively to 
public business, and bearing the signatures of persons more or less dis- 
tinguished as public officers, were sold recently at Bangs Brothers’ 
Book Auction Rooms, Park Row. Some 200 in all were disposed of at 
prices ranging from three cents up to $11 25. The latter price was paid 
for ay autograph of Washington. Another signature of Washington 
was also sold at $6. Benedict Arnold’s autograph was sold at $4 50; 
Henry Laurens, President of the Continental Congress, with two Gene- 
rals of the Revolution, Irvine and Thompson, brought $1 75. The 
initials of Aaron Burr [A. B.] brought fifty cents. Robert Schuyler, in 
reference to free passes on the New Haven Railroad sold at one shilling; 
John Van Buren, one shilling; W. H. Seward, 31c.; John OC. Calhoun, 
25c. A number of autographs of the signers of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence averaged about a dollar; Henry Clay at 87c.; Daniel Webster, 
25c.; Andrew Jackson, $2,50; Edward Everett, 25c.; Jared Sparks, 
$1; James K. Polk and James Buchanan, one shilling; Lewis Gaylord 
Clark, one shilling; a very large number of signatures, otherwise un- 
known, were sold at little or nothing, for Judges, Governors, Auditors, 
&c. The audience were few, and the buyers not more than half a dozen 
in number; prices brought were much less upon the present than upon 
the previous sales.

Tut Grave or Frayxxuix.—Great and wide-spread as is the name 
of the “ Printer Philosopher,” and proud as the people of Philadelphia 
are of their illustrious townsman, we doubt much if one in a hundred 
of the present generation of Philadelphia have ever seen his tomb. 
Thousands pass daily within a few feet of the spot where his ashes and 
those of his wife repose, without being conscious of the fact, or, if 
aware of it, unable to obtain a glimpse of the grave. The bones of the 
lightning-tamer lie within a very short distance of Arch street, in the 





northeast corner of Christ Church graveyard, at Fifth and Arch streets. 
As is generally known, the spot is marked by a slab of marble, which 
is almost level with the earth, and which bears the simple inscription : 


“ Benjamin and Deborah Franklin.” 


If the wall at this point was removed, and a neat iron railing 
was erected in its stead, every passer-by would be afforded gratification 
now very difficult to obtain. 

In a Philadelphia newspaper, published in December, 1774, we find 
the following notice of the death of Mrs. Franklin: 

On Monday, the 19th inst., died, at an advanced age, Mrs, Deborah 
Franklin, wife of Dr. Benjamin Franklin; and on the Thursday follow- 
ing, her remains were interred in the Ohrist Church burying-ground. 

The announcement of the death and burial of Mrs. Franklin was as 
simple and unostentatious as the slab and its pithy inscription, which 
marks her final resting place.— Philadelphia Bulletin.

FOREIGN. 

A few months ago, we mentioned that a house had been taken in 
Raquet Court, Fleet street, by the London Society of Compositors, for 
the establishment of a Library and News-room. The intentions of the 
Society have been carried out by an active Committee. The house has 
been fitted up with many club-like conveniences; and we have before 
us a Catalogue of a Library, which is now open to the members. One 
hundred and sixty-three volumes have been presented by Prince Albert ; 
donations have been received from other persons of eminent station, and 
from men connected with literature ; and many volumes have been con- 
tributed by members of the society. The total number of volumes now 
exceeds 2,000. People are too apt to look upon, and even to speak of, 
the public-honse as being the working man’s club. Here we have a true 
club of the right description—the precursor, we hope, of many. Such 
establishments, springing from the working men themselves, founded 
upon their own feeling of their own wants, and managed and mainly 
supported by themselves, are entitled to general good wishes, and have 
a reasonable prospect of success.—London Literary Gazette.

Eneuisn Criticism on American Booxs.—In the paralysis of home 
literature produced by the war, we receive our most abundant supply 
from America. Our own publishers prudently refrain from appealing 
toa public too much impoverished, and having thoughts too far diverted 
to listen to appeals of authorship in England. America, more fortunate, 
continues in its great career of civilization, in which we have made so 
sudden a stand-still, with a future of retrogression, and is rapidly pass- 
ing us in the race. The books that come to us from the United States 
manifest continuous improvement. Every successive importation intro- 
duces the English reader to new works in history, fiction, poetry, which 
eclipse the modern productions of our own authors, excepting only some 
few of the greatest of them.—London Literary Journal. 

Some unpublished letters of the witty Earl of Chesterfield have just 
turned up. In one he gives a lengthened criticism on Richardson's 
novels, and observes that when Richardson gets into high life he loses 
himself, and is untrue to high life. This is said, we understand, espe- 
cially of “Sir Charles Grandison.” The letters are now in Lord Stan- 
hope’s possession. 

Count Fieqelmont is engaged on a work anticipated by diplomatists 
with great interest. It is a diplomatic history of Europe since the Con- 
gress of Vienna. 
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Art Iyre.ucEence.—Mr. Dickens is sitting for his portrait in Paris, 
to Ary Scheffer. The best existing portrait of the great novelist is that 
by Maclise, made familiar to his many admirers by the art of the en- 
graver. Mr. Maclise’s likeness represents, and very truly too, the author 
of “Pickwick” and “Nicholas Nickleby.” The portrait by Scheffer 
will give us the author of “ David Copperfield,” of “ Bleak House,” and 
of “ Little Dorrit.” Of our early novelists we have but very imperfect 
portraits. Fielding is known to us by a solitary profile made after death, 
and from memory, by the caricaturing hand of Hogarth; the face of Smol- 
lett exists only in a poor portrait, (we believe by an unknown hand,) 
which shows more of the gentle nature of the husband and father than 
of the observing novelist and delightful poet; and Richardson is repre- 
sented in his portrait, by Highmore, rather as the rich printer of Salis- 
bury square and North End, than the author of “ Pamela” and of “ Sir 
Charles Grandison.”—London Jil. News. 

The Irish papers received by the last steamer announce the publica- 
tion, on the first of November, of a new book—entitled “ The Principles, 
of Government, or, Meditations in Exile,” by William Smith O’Brien. 

Lord Wharncliffe, whose death is just recorded, is entitled to take 
rank amongst literary persons, by virtue of a pamphlet cn “The Aboli- 
tion of the Vice-Royalty of Ireland,” and another on “ The Institution 
of Tribunals of Commerce.” His lordship was born in 1801, and took 
an honorable degree at Oxford in 1821. He was son of Mr. Stuart 
Wortley, conspicuous as a politician during the closing years of the reign 
of George the Third, and created Lord Wharncliffe in 1826. The late 
Lord was a great-grandson of Lady Mary Wortley Montague, whose 
only daughter, it will be remembered married the Earle of Bute.
